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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants have submitted that Lillich does 
not teach injecting a jump instruction and address of an update table at a location in memory containing a first instruction of a first 
replaced function. However, this limitation can be reasonable interpreted as replace original instruction with a new jump instruction and a 
new address. Therefore, looking at Lillich's reference about patching as a whole (see for example, Fig.2, all intermediate steps 140, 142, 
146 and 148 as a whole), the jump instruction and address of patching code in the memory (trap table) have to be used to force processor 
to execute the patch code (updated code) instead of old system routine (replaced code). The new jump instruction with the patch code 
address does replace the first jump instruction and address at location of the first instruction of a first replaced function (system routine). 
As Applicant cited Lillich's reference at Remarks page 10, lines 7-9, "Instead, address 1 in the TRAP table 1 10 is altered to point to the 
patch code instead of the replaced code. (Lillich, column 3, lines 15-50; Fig.2)" t it also indicates the address has been replaced. 
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
